The paper said tire Red regime, 
enraged by delays in bringing the 
storm-plagued grain crop to m ar­ 
ket, began sending police out into 
the fields last weekend. 
Tile report said fanners and 
farm laborers have since been 
taken into custody on charges of 
“criminal slowness" In reaping, 
threshing, harvesting and tran s­ 
porting the grain. Tile largest 
number of arrests were reported 
In Mecklenburg, where the h ar­ 
vest lagged behind the other four 
Russian-occupied provinces. 
In the two-week-old campaign, 
the West up to last night had 
given 2.111.611 parcels to East 
zone citizens. The present dis­ 
tribution system will end next 
Saturday but a new plan is to 
begin Aug. 27.

“It can also be observed In the 
satellite •em pire where the nature 
of Soviet power has been

jection it sowed with such reck­ 
less arrogance some years ago in 
defiance of the pleas and warnings 
of the Western world.”

longer have a powerful attraction 
in the W estern world, and in Asia 
there has been ”a certain 
turn 
of the tide of battle" toward the 
forces of realism and common sense. 
“If our own beliefs are sound,” 
Kennan went on, “Soviet power 
will continue to suffer, as it Is 
suffering today, from the effects of 
its own unsoundness — its incom­ 
patibility with the deepest human 
needs — and it 
will eventually 
earn the retribution it so Justly 
deserves.” 
As for the role of the Western 
Allies,

HARRISBURG, OB— A state offi­ 
cial estim ated today th a t the co m ­ 
m onw ealth is paying ap p ro x im ate­ 
ly 28 per cent of the cost of P en n ­ 
sy lv an ia’s local governm ents. 
Dr. Willard R. Hancock, director 
of the B ureau of M unicipal Affairs, 
m ade the estim ate In d em o n strat­ 
ing the decline of hom e rule by 
cities, 
boroughs, 
townships 
and 
school districts. 
"T his is m ost significant as loss 
of hom e 
rule 
invariably 
results 
from participating in such subsidy 
pro g ram s because control always 
follows the dollar," Dr. Hancock 
said in an article in the Internal 
Affairs D e p a rtm e n t’s m onthly bul­ 
letin. 
"W hen local units p erm it higher 


levels of governm ent to pay the 
costs for services carried on with­ 
in their jurisdictions, loss of home 
rule logically follows,” he said. 
Increase In Subsidies 
Dr. H ancock pointed to a 600 per 
cent increase in federal subsidies 
to state and local governm ents in 
the past IO years. He said the total 
of $4,241,000,000 during the last fis­ 
cal year accounted for 15 per cent 
of the costs 
of state 
and local 
governm ents. 
The issue of diminishing home 
rule has been a perennial one be­ 
fore the G eneral Assembly. 
For exam ple, the 1953 Legisla­ 
ture, which adjourned last month, 
passed over bitter opposition a bill 


to cut the work week of policemen 
in third class cities from 56 to 44 
hours a week. It also voted to for­ 
bid local com m unities from includ­ 
ing m achinery in real estate taxa­ 
tion. 
Boost State Ald 
Home rule advocates have spent 
m uch of their recent legislative ef­ 
forts on increasing the amount of 
state road aid and securing the 
right to em ploy city m anagers. 
The road aid issue threatened to 
hold up final adjournment of the 
1953 
session 
amid demands 
for 
m ore money. It was finally settled 
an hour before adjournment by 
boosting the state aid from 15 to 
18 million dollars a year.
